WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—(INS) 
National prohibition celebrated 

its eleventh birthday today. 

The anniversary was-ebserved in 
Washington by a flood of con- 
tradictory statements — the drys 
acclaiming its success and--pro- 

its hardihood; the wets 
asserting its failure and predicting 
its eventual demise. 

On the surface of things, the 
eleven years that have passed since 
Nebraska became the 36th state to 
ratify the great experiment seem- 
ingly have settled little. The lines 
between wet and dry are -more 
Sharply drawn today than ten 
years ago; feelings are more in- 
tense, disputes more acrimonious, 
and opinions more at variance con- 
cerning its worth. 

Political parties are more divid- 
ed. The keen edge of the prohibi- 
tion controversy has cut deeply 
into and split both major parties 
to a degree wholly unlooked for 
eleven years ago. The division in 
congress is but a reflection of the 
division that exists in the state 
governments and among the peo- 
ple “back home.”

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CIVIL SERVICE 
FOR POLICE UP 
TO CITY VOTE 


Council Decides 
Place Issue on 


March Ballot 


Whether or not Muscatine shall 
have a civil service fire and police 
commission will be decided at the 
city election in March. 

This was decided by. the city 
council Thursday night when the 
matter was brought up by a petition 
signed by all 15 members of the 
police department. The petition 
asked that the appointment of po- 
lice officers be taken out of politics 
and placed under, tivil service. An 
eight hour day for officers was also 
requested. 

Alderman E. D. Horst, chairman 
of a committee to which the mat- 
ter was referred at a former meet- 
ing, reported that the committee 
deemed it advisable to leave the 
matter up to a vote of the people. 
The council passed such a motion 
without a dissenting vote. 

“I do not feel that the police de- 
partment can ever operate success- 
fully under the old system,” Chief 
Mark Taylor said. 

“With the organization we have 
we cowld add one man and divide 
the force into three eight hour 
shifts. This would mean no day off 
as at present. No man can tramp 
a beat for 12 hours as it should be 
patrolled. 

“I believe that for the better- 
ment of all concerned, the police 
and the public, that the appoint- 
ment of police be taken out of 
politics,”

“Flsewhere in the country,” 
Kohn finds, “there are indications 
of a greater freedom from conven- 
ti6nal forms in public building de- 
sign. Rows of columns are no 
longer considered an essential ele- 
ment of a district high school or 
a library, nor the sole means of in- 
dicating dignity of function in a 
combined police headquarters, fire 
house, and jail.” 

Old Forms Outworn 

It is in American school archi- 
tecture, he said, that perhaps the 
greatest progress has been made 
in recent times. “It is becoming 

' functional and virile,” he declared. 
“Our municipal architecture and 
the architecture of the federal 
government will free itself from 
outworn forms of expression.” 

“This year,” he said, “will give 
eveh more visable evidetice of the 
wisdom of the plan whereby all of 
the plot between Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and the Mall is given over to 
the public buildings or parks.”

DISTRICTS MAY 
BE REVAMPED 


Drastic Changes Are 


Proposed in 
House Bill 


DES MOINES, Jan. 16.—(INS— 
—Rep. E. R. Torgeson of Worth 
county told the International News 
Service today that he will, intro- 
duce in the house when the body 
reconvenes next Tuesday a bill for 
the apportionment of the state in- 
to senatorial districts which pvo- 
vides for changes which will re- 
sult in drastic differences in the 
state apportionment. 

The measure is practically the 
same as the bill which was pre- 
sented two years ago by Reps. Tor- 
géeson and E. O. Ellsworth of Har- 
din county and passed by the house 
in the 1929 session. The bill did nor 
have an oppottupity to receive 
senate consideration because it was 
Passed very late in the session. 

Ten Not Changed 

If the measure is adopted sone 
of the most drastic differences 
would be the elimination of five of 


the present single county-sena- 
| torial districts and the addition of 
‘four new single county-districts. 


Ten of the present single county 
districts will be retained. 

There will be the same number 
of two county districts under the 
new bill as under the present ap- 
portionment. But the 23 two-coun- 
ty districts will be altered since the 
five single-county districts elimi- 
nated and the four new single- 
county districts will force new 
consolidations of representation. 

The other 13 senatorial districts 
under the proposed measure, Tor- 
geson said, will all be three-county 
districts. There will not be any dis- 
tricts under the proposal such as 
the present 47th district where five 
counties are represented by a single 
senator. 

The five single county districts 
that would be eliminated under the 
proposed bill are the 14th, 23rd, 
28th, 29th, and 36th districts, These 
are Mahaska, Jackson, Marshall, 
Jasper, and Clayton counties. 

The new single county districts 
would be made up from Cerro Gor- 
do, Webster, Blackhawk and John- 
son counties. 

The revamping of the other dis- 
tricts will cause changes in nearly 
every district according to the bill. 

Stéry county would remain in 
the same senatorial district with 
Boone county, although it would 
become the fifteenth district. 

Linn to Stay Same 

Cass county would be joined with 
Adair county to make up the for- 
ty-eighth senatorial district, Tor- 
geson said. At present Cass county 
is linked with Shelby county in 
the eighteenth district.

aliens sent back to their native countries during the 1930 
fiscal year, 4,500 were returned to Europe, 2,500 to Canada, 
8,500 to Mexico and the balance to Asia, Africa and Austra- 
lia. 

The large number of Mexicans deported is a step toward 
removing the greatest menace with which American labor 
has had to contend.Working for a bare existence far below 
American standards, many thousands of American laborers 
have been forced out of jobs in the Southwest by the Mexi- 
can invasion. The comparative ease in which these undesir- 
ables have been smuggled across the border, combined with 
the collusion of employers who have seized the chance to low- 
er wage standards and enrich themselves at the expense of 
native born Americans, has resulted in a nation-wide pro- 
test that now shows the first signs of bearing fruit. 

This 8,500, however, is only a drop in the bucket. Many 
times that number should be deported. The United States 
has no place for such people. The sooner we rid ourselves 
of this peon element entirely the better. Low wages, fre- 
quently low morals, unsanitary living conditions which 
spread diseases and make the victims dependant upon public 
institutions for relief, creates a doubt sometimes whether 
we are entitled to be called a progressive nation. 

There are some evils that demand immediate correction.

Hugo Goldsmith, prominent 
sporting goods manufacturer, 
says there are several ways of 
de-livening the homerun ball.

URGES SYSTEM 
IN MARKETING 
AS FARM AID 


Low Cost Production 
Must Be Studied, 
Says Bliss 


MOINES, Jowa,-Jan, 16 | 


DES 
(Special —With approximately 500 
million dollars worth of Iowa agri- 
cultural products sold outside the 
state annually in addition to those 
sold within, Iowa prosperity de- 
pends largely on a farm business 
program which will pay increased 
attention to low cost production in 
accordance with market demands, 
and the development of an order- 
ly marketing system. 

This is the opinion of R. K. Bliss, 
director of the extension service at 
Iowa State college, who spake) be- 


fore the annual meeting of the, 


Iowa Farm Bureau Federation here. 
“The successful merchandising of 
Towa’s farm crops is the most im- 
portant business problem confront- 
ing Iowa agriculture,” said Bliss. 
“Cooperative marketing offers the 
most feasible solution of the distri- 
bution program.” 
PRODUCES FOURTH OF HOGS 


“Zowa produces one-fourth the! 


hogs sold at federally inspected 
slaughter points in the United 
States, approximately one-fifth of 
all beef cattle and one-seventh -of 
the nation’s corn. Iowa protiuces 
one-tenth of the nation’s food 


products. 

“Adjustment of production ~ to 
demand, an important part of the 
Farm board’s program, means in 
reality the adjustment of produc- 
tion to profitable returns,” he -ex- 
plained. “This can only be accom- 
plished through action on the part 
of the individual farmer. He-de- 
*termines what shall be done.’’’ 

Each year the department of ag- 
riculture in cooperation with agri- 
cultural colleges makes exhaustive 
studies of the probable demand 
for agricultural products. The ex- 
tension service and county farm 
bureaus have tackled the adjust- 
ment of production through the 
wide dissemination of outlook _in- 
formation, Last year many con- 
ferences were held and 75,000 cir- 
culars distributed. Practically. 
every paper in the state printed 
outlook information. 

MUST GAUGE DEMAND. 

“In all lines of farming, produc- 
tion has been recommended by ex- 
tension service and county farm 
bureaus on the basis of market, de-. 
mand for various types, grades and 
quality of livestock, crops or other 
products, said Bliss. 

The state college. has always 
worked closely with cooperative 
creameries, milk marketing associ- 
ations, cooperative livestock ship- 
ping units, cooperative elevators, 
wool, vagétable and poultry and egg 


tration, establishment of grades 
and improvement of quality of 
product. This is a part of the job 
wich is important and in which 
che college is well equipped to give 
service, he said.

The back-to-the-farm movement

A farm for census purposes in- 
cludes all land which is directly 
farmed by one person, either by his 
own labor alone or with the as-

| hold, or hired employee. When 2 
{land owner has one or more ten-

ers, the land operated by each is 
j; considered a farm. 

Any tract of land of even less 
than three acres used for agricul- 
ture purposes which produced pro- 
| ducts to the value of $250 in the 
preceding calendar year is classed 
a farm. 

In 1920 there were 213,439 such 
farms in Iowa while the report 
shows 215,361 in 1930, a gain of 
1,922 

Pottawattamie county shows the 
biggest gain over the 10 yéar per- 
iod with an increase of 366, while 
Muscatine county has a small loss 
of 80. These figures are subject to 
correction, according to the report. 
Many counties show small losses 
over the 10 year period which may 
be accounted for in the increased 
size of many farms,
